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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(aHd), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 30-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 30-33 are do not clearly present the claimed invention, and the language 
of the claims is confusing. Moreover, some of the terminology used in the claims is not 
common in the art. For example, what is being suggested by "cut-through request 
packet", "self node device" ? 

As to claims 44-47, the claims do not positively recite the steps of the claimed 
method. Moreover, the claims share similar problems as in claims 30-33. Applicant is 
requested to reconstruct the claims in such a way that the structure and the method 
steps of the claimed invention is clearly pointed out. 

Regarding claims 36-43, the claims directly or indirectly depend on canceled 
claims 1 and 8. Therefore, claims 30-55 are rejected for the above reasons.
